Incidentally the disposition of the fifteen cases speaks 
very well for the efficient service rendered Bucks county by 
District Attorney Arthur M. F.astburn. All of the cases oc­ 
curred during his term of office in addition to four others. 
Out of tlx* total of nineteen murder cases during District A t­ 
torney Eastburn s term only one, tile murder of Charles Spen­ 
cer, 60, of Doylestown, in January, 1926, remains unsolved. 
Since' Sheriff Ross started office in January, 1928, in 
only five of the* fifteen murder cases, no sentence was pro­ 
noun ced or verdict of guilty returned.

I Peace after the cases had been thoroughly investigated by the 
Coroner and the District A ttorney’s office.
